confideration, rather than the orth 
and excellency of the matter, fufficient 
reafon ats not be wanting to coun- 
tenance that opinion. 
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who have not the bighef tafte of elegax 
eating, yet that the following rules ar 
chiefly calculated for the more gran; 
and fumptucus manner of entertain. 
ments ; for it will be very eafy for a 
ordinary cook when he is weli inftrua. 
ed inthe moft elegant parts of bis profyy 


But when it is confidered that variety - fon, to lower its band at any time ; and 


and novelty are no {mall parts of the 
Cook's art, and that no occupation in 
the world is nore obliged to invention 
every year, and every ingenious artift 
conftantly producing xew experwunents 
to gratify the tafte of that part of man-. 
kind, whofe {plendid circumftances 
make them emulous to excell in the delt- 
cacies of this myffery; efpecially when 
they exert their 3 ead their mag- 
nificence to entertain their friends with 
grand and fumptuous repafts, it will be 
allowed, that mo art can be faid Iefs to 
have reached perfeétion than this, and 
that none is more capable of improve- 
ment, and of confequence that none 
can with more juftice challenge a right 
to a kind reception than treatifes of 
this nature, which thall be found to be 
drawn up with art and judgement, and 
the rules whereof fhall be reduceable to 
the true ftandard of praétice and ex- 
perience. ~ 
For my own particular, I would not 
be thought to exto] the prefent per- 
. formance, becaufe it is my own, above 
what it will bear; but fo much I think 
I owe to juftice and to my own character 
as to declare, that this is almoft the on- 
iy book that has of late years been pub- 
ifhed, the recipes whereof are the re- 
fult of the author's praétice, and to 
which the name of the writer has been 
put without any other confideration than 
the publick fervice: and the littlelow arts 
ufed by fons who have wanted to 
vamp up old books, and pafs them up- 
on the world for new, with the name 
of a modern artift prefixed, who has bad 
no other band in the whole, than the ex- 
tending of tt to receive five or ten gui- 
neas for the credit of bis name, are fo 
well known, that I need not defcend to 
——— on this head; nor would I 
thought to recommend my own per- 
formance, by depreciating thofe of 
others. No; let them and mine too 
fs the unerring tef of experience and 
practice, and fiand or fall according to 
their ufefulnefs and their merit. e 
reader will foon fee, that though here 
js nothing omitted that may pleafe thofe 


he that can excellently perform in , 
Pe and grand manner will never bk 
at a lofs in any other, and indeed th 
more fumptuous part of this art is wha 
has hitherto been moft wanted to by 
handled; for while the books on this 
fubject are ftuffed with affected noftrum 
which every one of the leatt practic 
knew before, and which even ihe bun. 
ble feullion was not unacquainted wit, 
the maflers of the profeffion have always 
ftudied to keep. to themfelves the mf 
ufeful and noble myfteries of their art, 
and have thought that to reveal an im 
portant fecret in their profefion wis 
depreciate their bufinefs, and rende 
themfelves lefs ufeful to themfelves; 
which I muft beg their pardon for pr. 
fuming to fay is a condu& and mann 
of thinking that appears to me very i 
judicious ; for I would fain know i 
the good execution of the bufinefs oft 
Cook is not avery capital part of his 
rofeffion, for what fignifies all i 
ledge in the world if due carth 
not taken to put that knowledze into pra 
tice by a happy exécution of the art: 
dreffing, and if the Cook knows m 
how fkillfully ‘to blend, to feafm,' 
alter, to diverfify, and a multitude 
other niceties, on every one of whi 
even the minuteft, frequently depen 
the fuccefs of the beft endeavours.

—— this afluming igno- 
rance of fome, and impolitic referved- 
wefs of others, it is owing that a good 
Englifb Cook. is often flighted, and fome 
of our moft hofpitable noblemen and 
ladies. cannot think  themfelves well 
ferved till they. have fent to a zeighbour- 


‘no kingdom for.a cook who. indeed by 
the —* of bis country (compared to 


ours) and the -varioufne/s of humour of 
its flippant inhabitants, whofe gouts are 
perpetually changing, 16 pufbed fo much 
upon bis invention that he may fonse- 
times be allowed to furpafs (on Englifh 
materials efpecially) with his mimicking 
widacity, the founder-taught native 
efpecially where nature is to be di/guifed 
and lof in art,.and the palate 1s to be 
sensed ‘rather than pleafed. 

- Thefe reafons will excufe me to my 
brethren for éxploring the myſteries of a 
projefion that muft be the more valued 
the more it is known; and, indeed, the 
kind reception my endeavours to pleafe 


' my feveral noble matters, whom I have 


ferved abroad as well-as at home, and 
who have been pleafed to prefer me to 
the Cooks of other nations, merits my 
moft grateful returns, particularly I 
pride myfelf in the fatisfaction I have

all, what might gratify the mof elegant 
and various tajftes, to fay nothing of 
the foundation given me by my late fas

deceffors, all pra®ical Cooks of fome emi« 
nence. 

The reader will forgive me this, as 
it may feem a little too vain- glorious,

One thing L. maytake upon me fur: 
ther to fay, and: with that I will con- 
clude: So noble a market as Leaden- 
hail, the fineft in the world, as well as 
feveral other well furnifhed publick mar- 
kets'about this great and opulent me- 
tropolis, afford fuch continual fupplies 
for thetable, that no Cook can be ata 
lofs for elegancies of tvery kind while 
he is-near the town to gratify the moft 
extenfive wifh, and to indulge the mot 
projufe fpixit of bofpitality: But there 
are‘{éats:of the nobility and gentry {0 
incommeoiioufly fituatéd: even in this 
land\of plenty; at fuch a diftance from 
any confiderable market, and the {ea- 
fons of the year may at, fome times be 
fo: unpropitious for celebrating {ome 
wifhed-for occafions, thatthe gardens, 
the fifh-ponds, the parks, the warrens, 
and adjacent farmyardé.may be all in- 
fufficieptyo farnith out that ample ve- 


riety 
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riety which-may be to-to -fet 
forth to advantage.the magmificence and 
plendor of the woble benefadtor. “What 
in this cafe can be done, if there be not 
an ingenious Coak to vary and diven/ify? 
and who by his iawention can fupply 
the deficiency of .the feafon and incom- 
medioufnefs of. the fituation, and .by 
that means as it were create new difbes 
to gratify the palate, and who can make 
the allmoft unknown vegetables by his 
dill in drefling contributory to bis art, 


Several of the enfuing recipes will pro⸗ 


mote the invention of fuch a Cook, and 
he cannot with-for a better affiftant than 
he will.meet with in this neceffary trea- 
tife. 9 
Such is the ftately ftyle of Mr. 
Charles Carter, .in which. there is a 
ificence not unfuitable to the 
grandeft entertainments, a copiouſneſs 
which may be affimulated with the 
London markets, in which all forts of 
provifions are abundant, and arichnefs 
and flavour refembling the excellence 
of his own . fou fauces. Mutt 
we not admire his communicative libe- 
rality, when like Aviftotle he unlocks 
the treafures of fcience to all -who are 
willing to learn, and like Socrates 
bongs peers from the concealment 
of fchools into the open walks.of men. 
How judicious is he in -wifhing that 
gentlemen themfelves fhould attain to 
fome knowledge in the noble art of 
Cookery, that they:may learn to diftin- 
guith and fet a due value on its tkilful 
profeffors. And indeed it is well known 
that many of the French men of fathion 
are pretty roficients in Cookery, 
of which think full as well as.of the 
of fome of the fame rank in 
England, in boxing, and driving a 
coach. With what a patriotic warmth 
does he affert the preference of the 
Englith tafte in cookery, to that of the 
French, And how adinirably does he 
contrive to aflociate his labours with 
thofe of the Generals of our armies, 
‘wd our Ambaffadors to foreign courts. 


, dad he been a man of more general 


fading, he might with fome plauiibi- 
lity have aicribed to his noble * ſame 
thare of the fuccefs of his illuftrions 
mafters, For he would have found in 
Prior’s almanack the important ip- 
fluence of foods upon the difpofitions 
and conduct of men, exhibited with 
much fancy, and Pope would have tald

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him that the reafon why Czefar didnot 
complete his conqueft of Britain, was © 
perhaps that Cæſar had not dined. A 
finer ridicule upon pedigree, and par- 
‘ticularly the male line, cannot be ima- 
gined than Mr. Carter's boat of ‘a 
‘long race of predeceffors, all practical 
male cooks. of fome eminence.’ 
However juft Horace’s reflexion is, 
that no man lives contented with his 
own profeflion, but thinks thofe hap- 
pier who are in different occupations, 
a reflexiom founded in the reftleifne{s af 
human nature, and the impoffibility of 
our being fatisfied with our prefent 
ftate, there is no fuch preference in 
point of importance. For theré our 
pride ftrikes in, and though a man may 
think ‘his neighbour’s profeffion hap- 
ier, he thinks his own more re - 
le. Gay makes ‘‘ all profeffions he- 
rogue one another.” Even this is-pret- 
true. But it is certain that all pro- 
effions in any degree upon the fame 
line, hold one another in lower eftima- 
tion than themfelves. There is what 
the French call an e/prit du corps, a 
defire to raife a high notion of that clafs 
of difcriminated mankind in which we 
have placed oyrielves, and of which 
therefore we ourfelves are icipaut 
of the credit or contempt. itr 
inftance of that happy delufive partiality 
cannot be figured, .than the felf-im . 
tance of a Cook as.exemplified in Mr. 
Carter. A gallant commander, who. has 
endured the {corching heat of an Afri- 
can fun, inthe fervice.of his country, 
could not be prouder than Mr. Carter 
is of having broiled in a Kitchen in the 
fervice of his noble mafters. Nor could 
the «mof ingenious and judicious ave 
thor be vainer of his literary*compofi- 
tions of his culinary mixtures, thaw 
Mr. Carter is of his.

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Defeription fa Druidicul Monument within about two Miles of Kefwiick, 
Acuate to the South of the Road, from Penrith, in Cumberland, 
(From Ricuarpson's Excurfion to the Lakes, lately - publifbed.) 


HIS Monument is placed on a 
plain, formed on the fummit of 
a hill, around which the adjoining 
‘mountains make a folemn circle ;—it 
is compofed of ftones of various forms, 
natural and unhewn ; they feem to have 


been collefted from the furface, but — 


from whiat lands it is impoffible to con- 
jecture, moft of them being a fpecies of 
ranite.—The ftones are fifty in num- 
r, fet in a form not exactly circular, 
the diameter being thirty paces from 
eaſt to weft, and thirty-two from north 
to fouth; at the eaftern end a finall in- 
clofure is formed within the circle by 
ten ftones, making an oblong fquare in 
conjunétion with the ftones of that fide 
of the circle, feven paces in length, 
and three in‘ width within. In this 
place it is conjeétured the altar had 
 been-ereéted:——At the oppofite fide a 
ingle fquare ftone is laid at the diſtance 
of three paces from the circle ;—poffi- 
bly this may have been broken off, and 
is met oe foot of fuch a column as 
‘Long Meg-in the Salkeld monument, 
which nry have been ufed to bind the 
viétims too,—The-ftones, forming the 
outward line, are fome of them ftanding 
ereét, others fallen, and the. fame ob- 
fervation is to be made, as to the ap- 
arance of entrances, as at Salkeld.— 

be ftohes here are of various -fizes, 





fome of the —* of thofe ftanding 
being near eight feet-in height, and ff. 
teen feet in circumference. The fin. 
gularity noticed in this monument by 
antiquaries, is the recefs on the eattern 
fide.—I will take the liberty to repeat 
what Mr. Pennant has faid on this 
matter. ‘* But what diftinguithes this 
from all other druidical remains of this 
nature is a rectangular recefs on the 
eaft fide of the area, formed of great 
ftones like thofe of the oval.

They have, almoft all of 
them, icularly the women, large 
fwellings -in the throat, fome nearly as 
big as an oftrich’s egg, like the goitres 
of the Alps. Itis by them faid to be 
owing to their drinking a cold white 
water; I fancy it muft be fome mine- 
ral water they mean. Near their coun- 
try is a volcano: it is very mountain- 
ous, and abounds with fulphur, and [I 
dare fay with metals too, though ne 
mines are worked here.. If this diftent- 
per -be produced heré by this caufe, 
perhaps in the Alpine countries it may 
take its origin froma fimilar one, and 
not, as has been imaginedfrom {now-. 
water: certain it is, there is no inow 
here to occafion it. In algoft all the 
central parts from Moco-moco north- 
wards, they find gold and fome iron, 
but this diitemper is unknown there.
